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THE  CROWN  LANDS 


OF  THE 


PROVINCE  OF  QUEBEC. 


Quebec,  the  oldest  Province  of  the  Dominion,  and  the  second  as  regards 
population,  covers  a vast  territory  extending  from  the  Straits  of  Belle-Isle  at 
Blanc  Sablon  towards  the  east,  as  far  as  the  head  of  Lake  Temiscamingue  to 
the  west,  situated  between  the  meridian  57°  09'  and  the  79°  34'  west  of  Green- 
wich ; embracing  in  a north  and  south  direction  from  the  53rd  parallel  to  the 
45th  of  north  latitude:  measuring  in  difference  of  latitude  552  miles  and  in 
difference  of  longitude  1,000  miles  nearly. 

It  is  hounded  on  the  north  by  that  part  of  Canada  known  as  the  North 
west  Territory,  to  the  east  by  that  portion  of  the  Labrador  coast  being  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  Newfoundland,  by  the  Gulf  of  St.  Lawrence,  by  the  Province 
of  New  Brunswick,  and  the  State  of  Maine ; to  the  south  by  the  States  of  New 
Hampshire,  Vermont  and  New  York,  and  lastly  to  the  south,  south  west  and 
west  by  the  Province  of  Ontario. 

Up  to  the  present,  the  northern  limits  of  Quebec  have  not  been  definitely 
determined,  however,  for  the  calculation  of  its  area  as  now  in  use,  the  height 
of  land  dividing  the  waters  of  the  basin  of  the  St.  Lawrence  from  those  of  Hud- 
son’s Bay  and  Hamilton  Eiver,  have  been  adopted.  On  this  immense  line, 
full  of  irregularities,  the  position  of  four  points  only  have  been  accurately  ascer- 
tained ; making  this  question  of  superficies  a very  unsatisfactory  one. 

The  lands  in  the  Province  of  Quebec  are  held  under  two  principal  tenures 
very  distinct  in  their  nature,  the  oldest  concessions  lying  on  each  side  of  the 
St.  Lawrence  comprised  in  the  Seigniorial  Grants  effected  by  the  Kings  of 
France,  subject  to  the  ordinary  annual  rent  per  arpent  (0.844  of  an  acre)  pay- 
able to  the  seignior  but  redeemable  according  to  law,  and  those  known  as 
Crown  Lands,  embracing  five-sixths  of  the  whole  territory,  which,  when  regu- 
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larly  granted,  are  held  in  free  and  common  soccage,  as  the  lands  in  Great  Britain, 
under  letters  patent  from  the  Crown. 

The  mode  of  disposing  of  this  last  class  of  land  together  with  the  mines, 
water  and  timber  they  contain,  forms  the  subject  of  the  following  notes. 

To  begin  with,  in  tabular  form  herewith  will  be  found  the  essential  figures 
establishing  the  pi-esent  status  of  the  province  as  regards  grants  already 
effected,  and  lands  still  disposable  for  settlement,  mining  and  lumbering 
purposes.

Tlje  principal  centres  of  colonization  offering  at  present  the  greatest  induce- 
ment to  settlers  on  account  of  the  advantages  they  possess  as  regards  quality  of 
soil,  facilities  of  communication,  proximity  to  lumbering,  mining  and  other 
markets,  beginning  on  the  north  side  of  the  St.  Lawrence  at  the  western  extrem- 
ity of  the  province,  are  first,  the  Lake  Temiscamingue  region,  comprising  the 
Townships  of  Luhamel,  Guigues,  Laverlochdre,  Fabre,  Gendreau,  &c.,  accessible 
by  the  branch  line  of  the  C.  P.  R.  from  Mattawa.  The  soil  is  very  good  and 
the  farming  products  are  there  very  readily  sold  at  high  prices  to  the  lumbermen 
operating  in  the  immediate  vicinity. 

The  Upper  Gatineau,  which  will  be  in  daily  communication  with  the  city  of 
Hull,  and  the  Dominion  capital,  Ottawa,  offers  thousands  of  acres  of  good  farm- 
ing land  generally  very  well  timbered,  situated  in  the  Townships  of  Egan, 
Maniwaki,  Lytton,  Sicotte,  Kensington,  Bouchette,  (the  present  railway  termi- 
nus), Wright  and  others. 

The  lower  Lievre  and  Gatineau,  in  the  basins  of  which  are  found  the 
richest  phosphate  deposits  of  the  County  of  Ottawa;  principally  in  Portland 
east  and  west,  Bowman,  Wells,  Wakefield,  Masham,  Denholm,  &c.  &c. 

The  upper  Lievre  with  its  fertile  valley  bordering  long  stretches  of  navig- 
gable  waters,  which  in  the  near  future  will  be  united  with  the  valleys  of  the 
Upper  Nation  and  Rouge  Rivers,  and  then  through  the  County  of  Terrebonne, 
to  the  City  of  Montreal,  comprises  a number  of  townships  where  new  settle- 
ments are  constantly  opening  up,  chiefly  in  Kiamika,  Bouthillier,  Robertson,

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Campbell,  &c.,  Turgeon  and  Boyer  on  the  Lievre,  Montigny,  Lesage  and 
Labelle  on  the  Nation;  Loranger,  Wolfe,  Beresford  and  Morin,  on  the  North 
Biver. 

The  valley  of  the  St.  Maurice  comprises  an  immense  extent  of  country  of 
which  relatively  speaking,  a very  small* portion  has  been  opened  to  colonization. 

It  cannot  be  considered  as  fertile  as  the  precedingly  described  regions,  but  on 
account  of  its  extensive  iron  deposits  and  its  timber  wealth  will  certainly  in- 
crease steadily.  It  is  watered  by  innumerable  beautiful  lakes  and  rivers  and 
by  reason  of  its  proximity  to  large  centres  of  population  will  attract  a great  * 
number  of  tourists ; in  fact  with  the  easy  means  of  communication  which  are 
yearly  opened,  it  will  form  in  a few  years  together  with  the  Lake  St.  John, 
Saguenay  and  the  Quebec  back  country,  the  rendezvous  of  the  sportsmen  of 
the  adjoining  provinces  and  states. 

The  Labe  St.  John  district  north  of  Quebec,  the  ancient  capital  of  the  pro- 
vince, with  Avhich  it  is  in  daily  intercourse  by  a first-class  railroad,  comprises  a 
large  tract  of  arable  land  part  of  which  is  now  organized  into  townships  where 
thousands  ofgood  farming  lands  can  be  readily  obtained  on  the  easiest  conditions 
notably  Signay,  Labarre,  Lelisle,  Taillon,  Dalmas,  Lolbeau,  Pelletier,  Bacine, 
Normandin,  Albanel,  Parent,  Dufferin,  Desmeules,  &c.  &c.  The  Lake  St.  John 
Bailway  extension  conveys  this  year  for  the  first  time  the  travellers  and  settlers 
into  the  Saguenay  valley  proper,  as  far  as  the  head  of  navigation,  to  the  town  of 
Chicoutimi,  the  seat  of  a recently  created  Bishopric.  This  region  affords 
great  advantages  to  agriculturists  and  dairymen,  and  has  all  the  prospects  of 
a great  future.  Lands  can  be  had  there  in  various  townships,  viz  : — Kenogami 
Jonquieres,  Laterriere,  Tach6,  Bourget,  Tremblay,  Simard,  &e. 

On  the  60uth  side  of  the  St.  Lawrenco  commencing  at  the  United  States 
boundary,  45th.  parallel,  the  Eastern  Townships,  traversed  by  numerous 
Trunk  lines  radiating  towards  Montreal,  Quebec,  Sherbrooke,  Lennoxville, 
Arthabashaville  and  St.  Marie,  in  which  nuclei  of  prosperous  agricultural,  min- 
ing and  lumbering  establishments  are  in  rapid  development,  is  undoubtedly  the 
greatest  field  opened  in  the  province  for  colonists  and  persons  desirous  of  en- 
gaging in  agricultural  and  industrial  pursuits.  They  embrace  quite  a number  of 
townships  where  vacant  disposable  Crown  lands  can  be  easily  got  at,  especially 
in  Hampden,  Marston,  Litchfield,  Whitton,  Ditton,  Chesham,  &c.  &c.,  in  the 
County  of  Compton ; in  Ham  north  and  south,  Wotton,  Garthby,  Winslow  &c., 
in  Wolfe  County ; in  Metgermette  north,  Watford,  Shenley,  Liniere,  Marlow,  Bis- 
borough  and  Spalding  situated  in  the  Chaudiere  Valley  gold  fields,  County  ol 
Beauce  ; in  Bulstrode,  Stanfold,  Horton,  in  Arthabaska  County;  Aston,  Bland- 
f'ord,  Maddington,  in  Nicoiet ; and  lastly  in  Coleraine  and  Thetford,  centres  of 
the  Asbestos  mining  industry,  in  the  county  of  Megantic. 

The  basin  of  Lake  Temiscouata  and  that  of  the  St.  Francis  Biver  now  open- 
ed and  crossed  by  a line  of  railway  linking  the  valley  of  the  St.  Lawrence  at 
Fraserville  to  that  of  the  St.  John  at  Edmunton  in  New  Brunswick  with.

"many  good  townships  well  watered  and  timbered  viz:  — Cabano,  Escourt, 
Armand,  Botsford,  Robinson,  Packington,  Robitaille  and  Biencourt. 

The  southern  portion  of  the  counties  of  Temiscouata,  Rimouski  and 
Matane,  traversed  by  numerous  fine  rivers,  among  which  the  Trois  Pistoles, 
Rimouski,  Mastigougeche,  Metis  and  Nefgette  with  tine  alluvial  flats  subdivided 
into  farming  lots  in  the  Townships  of  Denonville,  Hocquart,  Randot  Demers, 
Bedard,  Duquesne.  Macpes,  Flynn,  Neigette,  Fleuriault,  MacNider,  Tessier,  &c. 

The  valley  of  the  Matapedia  followed  in  all  its  meanders  by  the  great  line 
v>f  the  Intercolonial  leading  to  New  Brunswick  and  Nova  Scotia  and  connect 
ing  at  the  confluence  of  the  Restigouche  with  the  Baie  des  Chaleurs  Railway 
now  constructed  and  in  operation  as  far  as  New  Richmond  on  the  Grand  Casca- 
ipedia  river,  together  with  the  country  bordering  the  great  bay  just- 
named,  is  extremely  picturesque,  and  offers  many  inducements  to  the 
settler,  the  tourist,  fishermen  and  lumbermen.  The  soil,  especially  in  the 
townships  fronting  on  the  bay  is  very  good,  the  back  country  well  timbered 
and  both  abundantly  watered  by  the  finest  rivers  in  America.  The  sea  fish- 
eries are  there  excellent,  those  of  the  inland  waters  as  regards  angling,  are  un. 
surpassed.  The  lands  thus  situated  and  traversed  by  railway  or  in  the  imme- 
diate vicinity  are  to  be  found  in  the  Townships  of  Humqui,  Lepage,  Milnikek, 
Assemetquagan,  Matapedia,  Restigouche,  Mann,  Nouvelle,  &c. 

The  Gasp4  region, moi  e remote  and  less  accessible  during  the  winter  months 
nevertheless  is  not  without  many  advantages  to  those  engaged  in  agricultural, 
mining  or  lumbering  pursuits.  The  coal  oil  formation  situated  to  the  west  of 
Gaspti  basin  is  attracting  considerable  attention  and  will  no  doubt  prove  before 
long  remunerative. 

All  the  territory  of  that  district  bounded  by  the  Gulf  of  St.  Lawrence 
and  the  Baie  des  Chaleurs,  for  an  average  depth  of  ten  miles,  is  subdivided  into, 
farming  lands  where  settlements  are  steadily  progressing,  but  the  sea  adjoining 
with  its  riches,  is  still  absorbing  much  of  the  energies  of  the  population. 

On  the  30th  June,  1892,  the  vacant  Public  Lands  of  the  Province  of  Quebec 
available  for  actual  settlement,  formed  an  area  of  7,255,771  acres,  surveyed 
into  townships  and  farming  lots,  each,  as  a rule,  of  one  hundred  acres  in  super- 
ficies. For  the  management  and  sale  of  such  lands  and  of  the  vacant  territory 
adjoining,  the  Province  is  sub-divided  into  35  agencies  and  sub-agencies.  Intend* 
ing  purchasers  have  to  apply  to  the  officer  in  charge  of  the  region  or  tract  of 
land  where  they  desire  to  settle,  and  in  the  following  statement  are  embodied 
the  necessary  data  required  to  facilitate  correspondence.  Any  special  or  more 
detailed  information  will  be  readily  obtained  from  the  Department  of  Crown 
Lands,  Quebec,  in  which  is  vested  the  general  administration  and  control  of 
that  organization. 


Statement  Showing  the  Various  Crown  Lands  Agencies,  the  Area  of  Lands 

Disposable  in  Each,  etc.,  etc. 
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The  prices,  20  cents  and  30  cents,  at  which  are  sold  the  bulk  of  the  lands 
forming  part  of  the  Townships  enumerated  in  the  preceding  tabular  statement 
is  a nominal  one  ; it  is  hardly  sufficient  to  meet  the  expenses  connected  with 
the  agency’s  management  and  that  of  surveying.  Their  real  value  is  about 
tenfold  as  may  be  readily  established  by  the  rate  at  which  they  are  transferred 
sometimes  without  any  improvement  whatever,  from  one  party  to  another, 
previous  to  the  issue  of  patent,  as  deeds  to  that  effect  will  show.  The  fact  is 
that  the  question  of  payment  is  of  a secondary  importance  to  the  Gov- 
ernment in  the  disposal  of  its  domain  : by  regulations  the  price  of  each  lot  is  to 
be  paid  within  five  years,  but  the  non-conformance  to  this  obligation  is  never 
the  only  cause  by  itself  of  the  cancellation  of  any  of  these  sales.  The  main 
object  at  issue  is  the  prompt  settlement  of  the  wild  lands  of  the  country,  and 
.all  possible  facilities  and  advantages  are  given  to  the  bonafide  settlers  to  attain 
the  object  in  view. 

Thus  after  having  paid  one-fifth  of  the  purchase  money,  if  the  colonist 
fakes  possession  of  his  lot  by  personal  occupation  and  residence,  he  is  entitled 
to  the  value  of  the  timber  which  he  may  cut  in  the  ten  acres  of  clearing  he  is 
obliged  to  make,  and  the  dues  collected  on  the  cut  of  that  timber  is  applied  to 
his  lot,  as  may  be  seen  in  the  extract  of  the  statute  bearing  on  that  point  and 
inserted  further  on. 

All  the  obligations  to  which  purchasers  of  public  land  are  subject  are  em- 
bodied in  the  blank  form  of  first  instalment  receipt,  which  reads  as  follows  : —

This  sale,  if  not  disallowed  by  the  Commissioner  of  Crown  Lands,  is  made 
subject  to  the  following  conditions,  viz: — The  Purchaser  to  take  possession  of 
the  Land  within  six  months  from  the  date  hereof,  and  from  that  time  to  con- 
tinue to  reside  on  and  occupy  the  same  either  by  himself  or  through  others 
for  at  least  two  years,  and  within  four  years  at  farthest  from  this  date,  clear 
and  have  under  crop  a quantity  thereof  in  proportion  of  at  least  ten  acres  for 
every  one  hundred  acres,  and  erect  thereon  a habitable  house  of  the  dimensions 
of  at  least  sixteen  by  twenty  feet.  No  timber  to  be  cut  before  the  issuing  of 
the  Patent,  except  under  License,  or  for  clearing  of  the  Land,  Fuel,  Buildings 
and  Fences ; all  timber  cut  contrary  to  these  conditions  will  be  dealt  with  as 
timber  cut  without  permission  on  Public  Lands.  No  transfer  of  the  purchaser’s 
right  will  be  recognized  in  cases  where  there  is  default  in  complying  with  any  of 
the  conditions  of  sale.  In  no  case  will  the  patent  issue  before  the  expiration  of 
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two  years  of  occupation  of  the  Land,  or  the  fulfilment  of  the  whole  of  the  con- 
ditions, even  though  the  land  be  paid  for  in  full.  Subject  also,  to  current 
Licenses  to  cut  timber  on  the  Land,  and  the  purchaser  to  pay  for  any  real  im- 
provements now  existing  thereon,  belonging  to  any  other  party.  This  sale  is 
moreover,  subject  to  the  laws  and  regulations  concerning  the  Public  Lands, 
Wood  and  Forests,  Mines  and  Fisheries  in  this  Province.

Caution. — If  the  Commissioner  of  Crown  Lands  is  satisfied  that  any  purchaser  of 
Public  Lands,  or  any.  assignee  claiming  under  him  has  been  guilty  of  any  fraud  or  im- 
position, or  has  violated  or  neglected  to  comply  with  any  of  the  conditions  of  sale  or  if 
any  sale  has  been  made  in  error  or  mistake,  he  may  cancel  such  sale,  and  resume  the 
land  therein  mentioned,  and  dispose  of  it  as  if  no  sale  thereof  had  been  made. — Extract 
from  20th.

BACK  RENT:  OR  RENT  OF  OCCUPATION. 

The  attention  of  intending  settlers,  as  also  of  all  occupants  of  Public  Lands,  who  have 
not  yet  purchased  their  holdings  from  the  Crown,  is  hereby  directed  to  the  following 
Schedule  of  Back  Rent,  which  becomes  chargeable  at  the  time  of  purchase,  dating  from 
the  beginning  of  such  occupation : —

tion for  smaller  quantities  the  rent  to  be  added  to  the  price  per  acre 
and  the  wThole  to  be  paid  by  instalments  as  usual. 

For  the  better  encouragement  of  colonists,  and  in  order  to  make  them 
benefit  in  whole  or  in  part  of  the  value  of  the  forest  products  to  he  found  upon 
the  lots  which  are  under  bona  fide  occupation  and  settlement,  various  laws  and 
regulations  have  been  enacted,  at  different  dates,  as  far  back  as  the  year 
1849  ; and  that  without  affecting  too  seriously  the  rights  acquired  by  third 
parties  to  cut  timber  thereon  in  virtue  of  licenses  : these  licentiates,  the  princi- 
pal contributors  to  the  revenue  of  the  Province,  being  also  entitled  to  considera- 
tion and  justice. 

The  law  as  amended  last  year  seems  to  deal  fairly  with  both  parties  and  is 
likely  to  remain  in  force  for  some  time  ; and  on  account  of  its  importance,  is 
entitled  to  be  quoted  here,  in  extenso  : —

same,  subject,  however,  to  the  following  conditions  : — 

1st.  He  must,  without  delay,  proceed  to  the  land  conceded  him  and  occupy 
same.  If  within  one  month  from  date  of  Location  Ticket  he  neglects  to  do  so, 
or  if,  after  having  taken  possession  and  occupied  the  land,  he  abandons  it,  he 
thereby  loses  all  rights  to  obtain  said  land. 

2nd.  He  must,  within  the  space  of  four  years  from  date  of  this  Ticket,  clear 
twelve  acres  of  the  land  thus  granted,  and  put  same  in  a state  fit  for  cultivation, 
that  is  to  say,  three  acres  per  annum,  erect  a dwelling  house  and  reside  on  the 
premises  until  the  fulfilment  of  these  conditions.  After  their  accomplishment 
he  will  then  be  entitled  to  Letters  Patent. 

3rd.  If  it  is  found  necessary  for  him  to  temporarily  absent  himself  from  the 
land,  the  local  Land  Agent  must  be  notified  and  informed  of  the  length  of  time 
he  will  be  away,  and  the  cause  of  absence,  in  which  case  the  Agent  will  make 
note  of  same,  if  in  his  opinion  the  reasons  given  are  sufficient.  If  he  absents 
himself  without  thus  giving  notice,  or  prolongs  his  visit  beyond  the  time  agreed 
upon,  he  will  thereby  forfeit  all  rights  to  the  said  lot  of  land. 

4th.  All  transfers  made,  or  attempts  to  transfer  this  Location  Ticket  with- 
out the  previous  knowledge  or  sanction  of  the  Agent,  will  similarly  constitute 
a forfeiture  of  all  rights  of  the  person  thus  rendering  himself  amenable. 
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5th.  In  all  cases  of  abandonment  of  the  land  conceded,  the  said  land  wilt 
then  be  considered  as  disposable,  either  for  sale  or  for  a new  grant. 

6th.  No  Timber  must  be  cut  on  the  lot  previous  to  the  issuing  of  Letters 
Patent,  except  for  Firewood,  Buildings,  Fencing,  and  in  clearing  land;  any 
timber  thus  cut  in  contravention  of  said  conditions  will  be  regarded  as  cut  in 
trespass  on  Public  Lands.  Furthermore  this  Grant  is  and  will  be  subject  to  the 
Timber  Licenses  now  in  force,  and  the  settler  is  bound  to  comply  with  the 
Laws  and  Regulations  concerning  the  Public  Lands,  the  Woods  and  Forests  and 
the  Mines  and  Fisheries  in  this  Province.

Lands  unfit  for  settlement  and  containing  timber  of  inferior  quality  which  may 
be  used  as  Firewood,  are  disposed  of  by  half  lots  of  50  acres  to  each  head 
of  family  of  bona  fide  settlers,  at  the  rate  and  under  the  terms  specified 
in  the  Regulations  herewith  : — 

REGULATIONS  GOVERNING  THE  SALE  OF  FIREWOOD  LANDS. 

lo.  No  person  shall  be  allowed  to  purchase  more  than  fifty  acres,  or-  there- 
abouts of  such  land  whether  the  whole,  half,  quarter  or  other  aliquot  part  of  a 
lot. 

2o.  Such  permission  shall  be  given  only  to  the  head  of  a family  or  house- 
hold who  is  not  already  proprietor  of  a wood  lot  purchased  from  the  Crown. 

3o.  No  person  shall  be  allowed  to  purchase  any  such  wood-lot  situated  more 
than  twenty-five  miles  from  his  residence. 

4.  Such  wood  lands  shall  be  divided  into  four  classes  after  inspection,  either 
general  or  special,  by  the  local  Agent  or  any  other  person  whom  the  Commis- 
sioner may  appoint  for  that  purpose;  and  a special  price  shall  beset  upon  each 
class  as  follows : — 

1st  Class.  Hardwood  lands,  i.e.,  lands  on  which  the  timber  is  Maple, 
Birch,  or  other  hardwood.  Price  one  dollar  per  acre. 

2nd  Class.  Mixed  wood  lands,  i.e.,  lands  on  which  the  timber  is  composed 
of  hard  and  softwoods  in  about  equal  proportions.  Price  seventy-five  cents  per 
acre. 

3rd  Class.  Soft  wood  lands ; i.e.,  lands  on  which  nearly  all  the  timber  is 
Spruce,  Fir,  or  other  soft  woods.  Price  forty  cents  per  acre. 
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4 th  Class.  Comprising  all  lands  in  the  other  three  classes  on  which  there 
may  be  a considerable  number  of  pine,  spruce,  or  other  trees  tit  for  making  mer- 
chantable timber,  other  than  firewood,  sufficient  to  augment  the  value  of  the  land . 
Price,  in  addition  to  that  fixed  for  each  class  respectively,  varying  according 
to  the  quantity,  quality  and  value  of  such  timber,  which  additional  price  shall 
be  determined  by  the  Commissioner  of  Crown  Lands  in  accordance  with  the 
reports  of  inspection  on  such  lands  to  be  made  by  the  Agents  or  other  officers, 
whom  he  may  instruct  to  that  effect. 

5o.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  persons  who  have  purchased  land  subject  to  con- 
ditions of  settlement,  and  who  have  not  yet  fulfilled  said  conditions  to  acquire 
one  hundred  acres  of  such  land  as  woodland,  if  it  is  unfit  for  cultivation,  on 
paying  the  difference  between  the  price  of  the  first  purchase  and  that  fixed  for 
the  class  of  woodlards  to  which  their  lots  belong,  provided  that  they  have  not 
been  taken  out  of  territory  under  Timber  License.

According  to  the  Law  for  establishing  the  price  of  Sugary  Lots,  the  special 
appraisement  must  set  forth  : — 

lo.  That  the  quality  of  the  soil  is  unfit  for  agricultural  purposes,  or  other- 
wise. 

2o.  The  quantity,  quality  and  kind  of  timber  which  exists  on  the  land  in 
question. 

3o.  The  number  of  Maple  Trees  growing  on  the  land,  and  on  this  basis  the. 
price  is  fixed  as  follows  : — 

lo.  A lot  where  hardwood  predominates,  one  dollar  per  acre,  provided 
that  the  number  of  Maple  Trees  does  not  exceed  five  hundred. 

2o.  For  a lot  where  the  timber  is  mixed,  i.e.,  Hardwood  and  Softwood 
in  about  equal  quantities,  seventy-five  cents  per  acre,  provided, 
there  are  not  over  five  hundred  Maple  Trees. 

In  every  instance  an  additional  five  cents  per  acre  is  added  to  the  price  for 
each  one  hundred  Maple  Trees  exceeding  five  hundred. 

The  commissioner  may  also  exact  a higher  price  for  Merchantable  Timber 
if  any  such  is  to  be  found  on  the  lot. 
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Moreover  in  virtue  of  the  Act  55  Viet.,  cap.  19,  fathers  and  mothers  of  twelve 
living  children  are  entitled  to  free  grants  of  (100)  one  hundred  acres,  in 
the  manner  prescribed,  viz. : — 


FREE  GRANTS  TO  FATHERS  OR  MOTHERS  OF  TWELVE  LIVING 

CHILDREN. 

Conditions  Regarding  said  Grants. 

Any  Father  or  Mother,  born  in  and  a naturalized  resident  of  the  Province, 
having  a family  of  twelve  living  legitimate  children,  is  entitled  to  a Free  Grant 
of' one  hundred  acres  of  the  Public  Lands  by  him  or  her  selected,  subject  to  the 
settlement  regulations  as  set  forth  in  the  Law  relating  to  Lands  of  the  Crown. 

This  inheritance  cannot  be  alienated  by  the  parents  as  long  as  they  have 
possession  of  same,  nor  can  it  be  hypothecated  or  seized  except  for  Municipal 
or  School  Taxes,  or  for  contributions  to  or  repairs  of  the  Church  or  of  the  Par- 
sonages. 

The  Father,  or  the  Mother,  in  the  event  of  the  Father’s  decease,  can  make  a 
testamentary  disposition  of  this  land  together  with  any  improvements  which 
have  been  made  on  same,  or  an  absolute  gift  of  the  property  before  decease  to 
one  or  more  of  the  children.  In  default  of  either  of  above  means  of  transfer  be- 
ing resorted  to,  the  land  simply  forms  part  of  the  estate  of  deceased  at  death. 

These  Grants  are  obtained  by  a simple  request  in  writing,  or  by  letter  ad- 
dressed to  the  Commissioner  of  Crown  Lands,  accompanied  by  the  following 
documents  : — 

lo.  Marriage  certificate  or  certificates  as  the  case  may  be. 

2o.  An  affidavit  sworn  to  before  a J ustice  of  the  Peace  stating  the  number 
of  children  and  the  name  of  each.  No  particular  form  is  necessary  for  this  de- 
claration, same  can  be  drawn  up  according  to  form  “A,”  or  any  other  documen 
of  a similar  nature. 

3o.  A certificate  from  the  Priest  or  Clergyman  of  the  locality  where  the 
parents  reside,  setting  forth  that  the  statements  made  by  the  latter  are  true. 
In  case  the  Priest  or  Clergyman  cannot  substantiate  these  facts,  then  any  other 
person  who  is  in  a position  to  do  so  can  give  the  certificate.  Furthermore,  if  it 
is  found  impossible  to  procure  such  certificates,  the  Commissioner  can,  on  pro- 
duction of  other  and  satisfactory  proof  in  his  opinion,  accept  same.  Sec.  53 
Viet.,  Cap.  26,  and  54  Viet.,  Cap.  19,  and  55  Viet.,  Cap.  19.

The  above  data  will  uaturally  lead  the  inquisitive  reader  to  call  for  some 
information  as  to  the  mode  adopted  in  the  subdivision  of  lands  in  the  Province 
of  Quebec,  and  a few  lines  on  that  question  may  prove  of  some  interest. 

SURVEYS. 

From  the  early  days  of  the  colony,  under  the  English  regime,  say  from 
1791,  the  system  established  in  the  laying  out  of  townships  for  the  accommo- 
dation of  settlers  derived  in  part  from  the  country  itself,  but  principally  from 
the  old  world  through  emigration,  has  been  in  its  general  application  somewhat 
closely  preserved. 

Important  changes  have  taken  place  to  ensure  more  accuracy  in  the  laying 
out  of  the  lots,  but  the  territorial  circumscription  of  the  township  itself  has  not 
materially  varied  in  form  or  in  mode  of  localization. 

Townships  were  then  generally  of  a rectangular  form,  having  a front  of  nine 
miles  by  a depth  of  ten  and  a little  over;  each  range  being  divided  into  twenty- 
eight  lots  of  twenty  six  chains  in  width,  by  a depth  of  80  chs.  80  Iks.,  giving  an 
area  of  210  acres  (gross  area)  to  each  lot. 

Of  this  quantity  five  per  cent  were  not  conveyed  to  the  purchaser,  al- 
though comprised  in  his  grani  ; but  were  reserved  pursuant  to  an  Order  in 
Council  of  the  30th  October,  1794,  as  a road  allowance.  This  reservation  was 
not  made  to  occupy  any  special  position  in  the  lot,  but  was  to  be  taken  where 
Governmental  or  Municipal  authority  would  find  it  best  to  the  advantage  of 
the  community.  This  very  wise  rule  has  never  been  departed  from,  the  roads 
have  been  and  are  generally  opened  on  the  range  lines  wherever  the  nature  of 
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the  country  permitted  such  regularity,  but  have  been  and  are  made  to  run 
wherever  easiest  or  most  convenient. 

The  Townships,  as  laid  out  at  present,  have  nearly  the  same  form,  but  the 
lots  to  lacilitate  the  sales  and  for  the  better  accommodation  of  the  settlers,  have 
been  reduced,  in  area  by  one  half.  The  ranges  have  the  same  depth,  80  chains 
80  links,  but  the  front  of  each  lot  is  only  thirteen  chains. 

The  laying  out  of  the  range  lines  and  of  the  lots  on  which  they  abut,  is 
started  from  a centre  line  established  purposely  in  order  to  reduce  the  probable 
errors  which  may  occur  in  bearing,  and  in  distance  if  run  from  one  exterior 
line  to  the  other.  The  definino-  on  the  ground  of  the  lateral  lines  of  each  lot  has 
to  be  performed  by  the  contiguous  settlers  interested,  at  their  expense,  and 
from  the  posts,  designating  such  properties  that  are  planted  on  the  front  of  the 
range  to  which  they  belong,  aud  are  established  on  a course  parallel  to  the  ex- 
terior lines,  or  to  the  centre  line  of  the  township  they  are  comprised  in  ; and 
that  in  conformity  with  the  proclamation  legally  meeting  said  township; 
it  being  understood  that  the  front  is  the  lowest  line  in  the  series  of  numbers  by 
which  the  ranges  are  named.  See  articles  4158  to  4165  Consol.  Stat.,  P.Q. 

The  American  system,  adopted  from  the  beginning  in  subdividing  the 
prairie  lands  of  the  Canadian  Northwest,  and  lately  in  the  Province  of  Ontario, 
of  laying  out  townships  on  the  meridian  and  on  the  parallels  of  latitude,  by 
blocks  measuring  six  miles  by  six,  and  divided  into  sections  and  quarter  sec- 
tions of  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres  in  superficies,  is  not  likely  to  find  favor  as 
it  is  not  very  suitable  to  the  Province.  The  depth  of  snow  during  the  winter 
months  renders  the  roads  difficult  to  keep  well  opened,  and  their  proper  main- 
tenance requires  the  joint  labors  of  settlers  living  in  closer  proximity  than  half 
a mile  from  one  another;  and  it  was  principally  for  that  reason  that  the  width 
of  lots  was  reduced  by  one  half ; the  experience  gained  in  the  settlement  of 
the  seignorial  concessions  bordering  on  the  St.  Lawrence,  where  the  original 
lots  have  only  eight  chains  and  a half  in  front,  having  brought  on  this  modifi- 
cation. 

The  operations  of  surveying  in  connection  with  the  subdivision  of  lands  in 
a country  generally  of  uneven  surface,  very  much  cut  up  by  large  streams  and 
lakes  and  especially  very  thickly  wooded,  are,  relatively  speaking,  difficult  and 
expensive.  For  a long  period,  nearly  one  hundred  years,  the  Surveyor  and  his 
party  were  engaged  by  the  day.  This  mode  of  payment  with  its  many  dis- 
advantages was  abandoned  in  1885  ; these  officers  ai-e  now  paid  on  the  basis  of 
the  quantity  of  work  performed,  for  each  mile  of  lines  cut,  posted  and  estab- 
lished at  a rate  which  covers  salary,  wages  of  men,  cost  of  transport,  prepara- 
tion of  plans,  field  notes,  returns,  reports,  &c.,  as  per  annexed  tariff.

The  surveys  are  subject  to  inspection,  and  an  amount  of  20  per  cent,  is 

kept  back  until  the  date  of  the  final  acceptance  of  the  operations.  There  are 


at  present  453  subdivided  or  organized  Townships  in  the  Province. 

The  area  of  disposable  lands  having  been  for  some  time  much  in  excess  of 
the  demand,  the  subdivision  has  been  considerably  reduced  within  the  last  few 
, years,  and  the  annual  Legislative  survey  appropriation  has  been  principally  ap- 
plied to  the  traversing  of  lakes,  streams  and  rivers,  and  at  the  same  time  to  the 
acquirement  of  a general  knowledge  of  the  resources  of  the  interior  of  the 
country. 

As  an  example,  it  may  be  stated  that  up  to  1810,  of  the  immense  number 
of  streams,  lakes  and  rivers,  large  and  small,  which  flow  on  the  North  Shore 
of  the  Gulf  of  St.  Lawrence,  from  the  Saguenay  River  to  the  Straits  of  Belle- 
Isle,  over  an  extent  of  nearly  700  miles  of  coast,  not  one  had  been  regularly 
surveyed.  To-day  over  eighty  of  these  streams,  counting  their  tributaries  and 
lakes  pertaining  thereto,  have  been  carefully  scaled  for  the  greater  part  of  their 
course,  and  a few  as  far  as  the  height  of  land  over  two  hundred  miles  in  a north- 
erly direction,  covering  in  all  6739  miles  of  traverse  at  a cost  of  $80,437.  The 
total  development  of  rivers  thus  surveyed  all  over  the  Province  for  the  object 
of  acquiring  forest,  land,  fishing  and  geographical  knowledge  during  the  last 
twenty-three  years  aggregates  16,312  miles  which  involved  an  expenditure  of 
$242,323,  including  that  connected  with  the  usual  inspections  and  verifications. 

The  total  amount  expended  on  surveys  in  township  subdivision,  explora- 
tion, rivers,  astronomical  determinations  of  geographical  positions,  verifica- 
tions, &c.,  from  the  1st  July,  1867,  to  the  30th  May,  1893,  forms  $909,876.21. 
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REGISTRATION  OR  CADASTER  SERVICE. 

In  close  connection  with  the  subdivision  of  public  lands  with  which  it  is 
more  or  less  related  it  is  also  necessary  to  describe  briefly  the  nature  of  a ser- 
vice recently  created  and  generally  known  as  the  Registration  or  Cadaster 
Service. 

The  law  of  the  country  stipulating  that  in  the  registration  of  deeds  for  the 
protection  of  the  interests  invested  in  landed  property,  that  all  such  estates 
should  be  designated  in  notarial  documents  by  a number  derived  from  an  offi- 
cial plan  and  book  of  reference  of  the  city,  town,  parish,  village  or  township 
they  form  part  of;  it  became  necessary  in  1866  to  provide  for  such  information 
and  the  Commissioner  of  Crown  Lands  was  authorized  to  cause  the  preparation 
of  same.  See  articles  5661  to  5664  Consol.  Stat.,  P.Q. 

The  documents  required  were  to  be  prepared  in  duplicate,  the  original  to 
be  kept  in  the  Crown  Lands  Archives,  and  the  certified  copy  was  to  be  de- 
livered to  the  officer  in  charge  of  each  Registration  Division  in  the  Province. 

At  first  this  undertaking  was  treated  somewhat  lightly  on  the  presumption 
that  the  seignorial,  city,  town,  parish,  village  and  township  plans  contained  all 
the  necessary  data,  and  that  a simple  transcription  therefrom  adapted  to  the 
uniform  scale  of  the  revision  would  meet  all  the  requirements. 

It  was  only  after  a few  years  of  experience  that  the  insufficiency  of  the 
data  became  apparent. 

After  many  hesitations  and  delays  it  was  at  last  resolved  that  whenever  the 
fundamental  documents  were  incomplete  or  unreliable,  that  official  plans  and 
books  of  reference  should  be  prepared  from  actual  survey  on  the  ground.  This 
involved  operations  of  considerable  magnitude  as  it  meant  the  re-survey  of 
nearly  the  total  area  of  the  inhabited  portion  of  the  seignorial  concession,  i.  e.' 
of  the  oldest  and  most  thickly  populated  sections.  That  part  of  the  work 
being  done,  there  remained  the  old  and  new  township  grants  which  had  to  be 
revised  in  a similar  manner. 

The  mode  followed  is  far  from  being  perfect,  the  means  appnypriated  for  this 
object  being  somewhat  limited,  but  it  has  proved,  nevertheless,  of  great  useful- 
ness. In  the  rural  districts  it  was  impossible  to  undertake  the  measurement  of 
the  perimeter  of  each  lot.  The  front  being  established  on  the  concession  or 
range  lines  and  the  depths  ascertained  on  the  roads  crossing  from  one  con- 
cession to  the  other  at  various  points.  By  this  means,  however,  all  the  roads 
of  the  country  have  been  measured  and  traversed,  the  position  of  the  range  lines 
and  exterior  boundary  lines  of  townships  and  parishes  clearly  defined  and 
numberless  errors  rectified. 

The  service  will  be  now  principally  employed  verifying  and  correcting  errors 
and  supplying  omissions  of  the  plans  as  first  prepared,  and  in  following  up  the 
constant  changes  that  are  being  effected  in  the  vicinity  of  large  centres  like  the 
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city  of  Montreal,  where  the  division  of  original  farm  lots,  by  the  proprietors, 
into  town  lots  has  been  kept  up  during  the  last  ten  years  at  a great  pace. 

The  task  of  ascertaining  on  the  ground  the  required  data  was  first  entrusted  to 
a certain  number  of  cadastral  bureaux  established  in  different  localities  of  the 
Province.  This  mode  of  operating  having  been  found  slow,  and  expensive  in 
its  effects,  the  bureaux,  with  the  exception  of  the  Montreal  one,  were  abolished, 
and  surveyors  were  given  the  work  at  so  much  per  designation  of  parcel  or  lot 
described  on  the  plan  and  book  of  reference  they  had  to  furnish,  subject  to 
inspection  on  the  ground,  and  to  verification  at  the  hands  of  the  proprietors 
themselves  ; 10  p.  c.  of  the  amount  due  being  retained  for  two  years  after  the 
date  of  the  deposit  of  their  returns  into  the  hands  of  the  Registrars. 

From  its  inception  this  service  has  completed  the  cadaster  of  6 cities,  16 
towns,  88  incorporated  villages,  424  parishes  and  ltd  Townships  containing  in  all 
440,509  lots  or  parcels  of  lands.  The  yearly  expenditure  incurred  in  connection 
therewith  from  1866  is  embodied  in  appendice  No.  25  of  the  Commissioner  of 
Crown  Lands  Report,  which  is  here  reproduced.

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RESUME  OF  THE  LAWS  AND  REGULATIONS  RELATING  To  THE 
ADMINISTRATION  AND  RESOURCES  OF  THE  TIMBER 
LANDS  OF  THE  PROVINCE  OF  QUEBEC. 

In  the  general  administration  of  the  woods  and  forests  of  Quebec  the  gov- 
erning legislation  is  not  particular  to  that  Province,  as  it  took  its  origin  much 
prior  to  the  date  of  Confederation  and  is,  in  its  main  features,  the  same  as  that 
followed  in  the  Dominion  Lands  in  Ontario,  and  to  a certain  extent  in  New 
Brunswick. 

Since  the  date  of  the  inauguration  of  the  Canadian  Confederacy  in  1867, 
considerable  amendments  have  been  made  thereto  to  render  this  organization 
adaptable  to  certain  localities,  wants  and  circumstances,  which,  however,  have 
not  materially  affected  the  principle  of  the  system  inaugurated  as  far  back  as 
the  beginning  of  this  century,  and  better  defined  and  promulgated  by  the  Crown 
Timber  Regulations  of  1849,  and  those  of  August  8th,  1851. 

With  few  exceptions  in  this  country  the  interest  involved  in  colonizing  the 
wild  lands  of  the  Crown,  and  that  of  utilizing  the  products  and  resources  of  the 
forests,  for  trade  and  commerce  have  always  been  kept  distinct,  that  is  to  say: 
the  right  to  cut  timber  over  the  Government  public  lands  is  granted  by  a per- 
mit to  that  effect,  participating  of  the  nature  of  a lease,  but  which  does  not  in 
anyway  convey  any  territorial  concessions ; whilst  on  the  other  hand,  the 
settler,  by  a location  ticket,  is  vested  with  a kind  of  a promise  of  sale  of  a cer- 
tain lot,  well  designated  in  shape  and  area,  as  forming  part  of  a particular 
Township  regularly  surveyed  with  the  strictest  obligation  of  occupation  and 
settlement,  and  of  which  he  can  obtain  the  complete  proprietary  right  on  the 
fulfilment  of  the  conditions  of  his  purchase,  through  an  instrument,  under  the 
form  of  Letters  Patent, 

As  the  lots  which  may  thus  be  located  are  often  derived  from  a territory 
under  permit  to  cut  timber,  it  will  be  at  once  perceived  that  the  interests  may 
sometimes  become  conflicting  and  there  rests  the  difficulties  in  the  way  of  the 
administrator,  the  legislator  and  the  politician. 

The  desire  to  reconcile  both  interests  has  caused  the  enforcement  of  a few 
legislative  enactments  which  are  not  always  easy  to  apply  for  the  benefit  of  all 
parties  interested. 

On  the  30th  June,  1891,  the  wooded  lands  subject  to  license  to  cut  timber 
covered  an  area  of  some  50,119  square  miles,  equivalent  to  32,076,160  acres  in 
superficies,  about  eighty  per  cent  of  which  is  not  as  yet  sub-divided  into  Town 
ships,  and  consequently,  not  for  the  present  at  least,  exposed  to  the  inconveni- 
ence just  alluded  to. 
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The  territory  thus  subject  to  license  is  sub-divided  into  limits  or  timber 
berths,  generally  bordering  on  a river  or  water-course  having  a frontage  of  ten 
miles  by  a depth  of  five  ; latterly,  to  satisfy  the  demand  therefor,  the  subdivi- 
sions have  been  considerably  reduced  in  size,  e.g.,  from  twenty  to  twenty-five 
miles,  and  a more  regular  form  has  been  adopted  irrespective  of  the  river  front* 
age. 

The  right  to  cut  Merchantable  Timber  over  a specified  area  as  just  described 
is  authorised,  controlled  and  managed  by  the  provisions  of  the  23rd  chapter  of 
the  Consolidated  Statutes  of  the  former  Province  of  Canada,  as  now  amended 
and  contained  in  our  corresponding  Provincial  Statutes.  See  articles  1309  to 
1352. 

Since  1872  this  privilege  is  acquirable  at  Public  Auction  only,  due  notifica- 
tion being  given  in  the  Official  Gazette  and  principal  newspapers,  and  when  ad- 
judicated to  the  highest  bidder  is  conveyed  by  a license  renewable  each  year 
on  the  accomplishment  of  certain  strict  obligations.  The  charges  consequent 
to  the  acquirement  of  the  license  consist  in  the  payment  of  the  purchase  price, 
the  first  year’s  ground  rent  ($3  per  mile)  and  its  annual  renewal,  and  the 
stumpage  dues  exigible  on  the  quantity  of  wood  goods  that  may  be  derived 
therefrom  each  season. 

The  annexed  blank  form  contains  the  principal  conditions  under  which 
timber  can  be  cut  under  license. 
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NOTICE  TO  LICENTIATES. 


The  Ground  rent  for  the  renewal  of  this  license  must  he  paid  on  or  before  the  1st  day 
of  September  next,  otherwise  the  Licentiate  will  be  subject  to  the  penalties  imposed  by 
the  regulations. 

Affidavits  of  the  quantity  and  description  of  timber  cut  under  each  license  and  other 
particulars  in  accordance  with  forms  supplied  by  the  Crown  Timber  Office  must  be  fur- 
nished on  or  before  the  1st  day  of  September  next.  Clearances  from  this  office  must  be- 
obtained  for  all  rafts,  parcels  of  Timber  or  other  wood  goods  before  they  leave  the 
Agency,  and,  to  exempt  from  dues  any  wood  goods  from  private  lands  that  may  be  com- 
prised in  such,  affidavits  must  be  furnished  stating  what  lots  they  were  cut  upon,  and 
how  much  on  each  lot.

BY  AUTHORITY  of  the  Consolidated  Statutes  of  the  Province  of  Quebecr 
the  Regulations  at  present  in  force,  and  for  and  in  consideration  of  the  jiayments 
made  and  to  be  made  to  Her  Majesty : 

I do  hereby  give  unto  and  unto 

Agents  and  workmen  full  power  and  license  to  cut  all  timber,  saw  logs  and 
other  wood  goods  described  in  Section  1 9 of  the  Regulations  now  in  force  upon 
the  location  described  on  the  back  hereof 

and  to  hold  and  occupy  the  said  location  to  the  exclusion  of  all  others,  except 
as  in  hereafter  mentioned  from  18  , to  the  30th  day  of 

April  18  , with  the  right  of  conveying  away  the  said  timber-,  saw  logs  or  other 

wood  goods  so  made,  through  any  ungranted  or  waste  lands  of  the  Crown. 

And  by  virtue  of  this  license  the  said  licentiate  has  a right,  by  the  said 
Provincial  Statute,  to  all  timber,  saw  logs  and  other  wood  goods  cut  by  others 
during  the  term  of  this  licmse  in  trespass  on  the  ground  hereby  assigned  with 
full  power  to  seize  and  recover  the  same  anywhere  within  the  Province  of. 
Quebec. 

But  this  license  is  subject  to  the  following  conditions,  viz  : 

That  any  person  or  persons  may  at  all  times  make  and  use  roads  upon  andi 
travel  over  the  ground  hereby  licensed: 

That  nothing  herein  shall  prevent  any  person  or  persons  authorized  to  that 
effect  by  the  Commissioner  of  Crown  Lands  from  taking  standing  timber  of  any 
kind  to  be  used  for  the  making  or  repairing  of  roads  or  bridges  or  for  the 
building  or  repairing  of  Public  Works. 
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That  all  lots  sold  or  located  by  the  authority  of  the  Commissioner  of  Crown 
Lands  of  this  Province  prior  to  the  date  thereof  are  to  be  held  as  exempted 
from  this  license,  and  lots  so  sold  and  located  subsequently  shall  cease  to  be 
subject  to  it  after  the  30th  April  following ; and  whenever  the  sales  of  any  such 
lots  shall  be  cancelled  the  said  lots  shall  be  restored  to  this  license  : 

And  that  persons  settling  under  lawful  authority  or  title  within  the  loca- 
tion hereby  licensed  shall  not  in  any  way  be  interrupted  in  their  clearing  and 
cultivation  by  the  said  licentiate  or  representatives. 

And  further,  under  condition  that  the  said  licentiate  or 
representatives  shall  comply  with  all  regulations  that  are  or  may  be  established 
by  order  in  Council,  and  shall  submit  all  the  timber,  saw  logs  and  other  wood 
goods  cut  under  this  license,  to  be  counted  or  measured, 

and  settle  for  the  dues  chargeable  thereon,  when  required  by  me  or  any  officer 
thereunto  authorized,  otherwise  the  said  timber  will  be  forfeited  to  the  Crown, 
and  the  Licentiate  be  subjected  to  such  other  penalty  or  penalties  as  the  Act 
:and  Regulations  provide.

The  acquired  right  to  renew  the  licenses  is  guaranteed  to  the  1st  Septem- 
ber, 1900,  and  the  tariff  of' dues  and  the  ground  rent  as  above  is  to  remain  the 
same,  or  at  least  is  not  to  be  increased  up  to  that  date.  This  is  defined  by  the 

Orders  in  Council  dated  18th  and  24th  April,  1888.

By  Article  33  of  the  Regulations  of  February,  1888,  Licentiates  are  no 
longer  permitted  to  cut  pine  trees  measuring  less  than  12  ins.,  nor  trees  of  any 
other  kind  less  than  9 ins.  on  the  stump. 

In  the  interest  of  all  concerned,  the  Government,  the  limit  holders  and  the 
settlers;  the  law  as  far  back  as  1871  minutely  defines  the  measures  to  be  fol- 
lowed for  the  prevention  of  forest  fires,  and  in  connection  therewith  all  the  pre- 
cautions to  betaken  in  the  clearing  of  land  for  purposes  of  settlement. 

In  virtue  of  an  Act  passed  in  1883,  and  another  to  the  same  effect  sanc- 
tioned in  1889,  viz  : — 52  Victoria,  Chapter  17,  the  Province  has  been  divided  in- 
to twenty-one  Fire  Districts,  within  which  the  Commissioner  has  the  power  to 
employ  the  necessary  number’of  men  to  act  in  the  suppression  of  any  forest 
fires.  A sum  of  $5000  is  annually  set  apart  by  the  Government  for  that  ser- 
vice, and  the  Licentiates,  who  are  also  interested  in  the  preservation  of  their 
timber,  are  obliged  to  contribute  a similar  amount  to  cover  the  expenses  in- 
curred in  connection  therewith.  This  contribution  is  collected  from  the  limit 
holders  under  the  appellation  of  “ Fire  Tax,”  and  is  proportionate  to  the  area 
held  by  each. 

Lastly,  as  an  incentive  to  the  planting  and  cultivation  of  forest  trees,  the 
Legislature  has  provided  by  the  Act  45  Victoria,  Chapter  13.  “That  whoso- 
ever being  the  proprietor  of  and  in  possession  of  any  land,  shall  plant  any  part 
of  such  land  not  less  than  one  acre  in  extent  with  forest  trees  shall  be  entitled 
to  receive  in  respect  of  every  acre  of  land  so  planted  a land  order  which  shall 
authorize  him  to  purchase  to  such  an  amount  not  exceeding  $12,  any  of  the 
Public  Lands  which  may  be  open  for  sale  within  the  Crown  Lands  Agency 
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where  such  trees  have  been  planted,  or  should  there  not  be  any  in  such  agency, 
then  in  the  nearest  agency  subject  to  the  Law  respecting  Crown  Lands.”  By 
the  same  Statute  “Arbor  Day  ” has  been  established  in  the  Province  of  Quebec, 
(see  Articles  1359  to  1368  Consolidated  Statutes). 

For  the  administration  of  the  Woods  and  Forests  the  Province  is  divided 
into  twenty  one  agencies,  and  in  order  to  understand  the  extent  of  our  prin- 
cipal sources  of  production  a brief  description  of  the  most  important  of  these 
districts  will  be  found  useful. 

“Upper  Ottawa."  Formed  of  the  upper  northern  valley  of  that  river,, 
extending  from  Lake  Temiscamingue  and  the  due  north  boundary  line  between 
Ontario  and  Quebec  to  the  west  as  far  as  the  division  line  of  the  waters  of  the 
Gatineau  and  Lievre  to  the  east,  from  the  south  on  the  Ottawa  itself,  extending 
to  the  height  of  land  between  the  waters  of  the  St.  Lawrence  and  those  of  Hud- 
sons Bay  to  the  north. 

“ Lower  Ottaiva.”  This  comprises  the  northern  basin  of  the  same  river 
from  that  of  the  Lievre  inclusive  to  the  west,  extending  to  the  northeast  over 
the  territory  drained  by  the  upper  waters  of  the  Assomption,  Lac  Ouareau 
and  Maskinong6,  tributaries  of  the  St.  Lawrence  and  bounded  to  the  north  by 
the  summit  land  dividing  the  Ottawa  water  system  from  that  of  the  St. 
Maurice. 

“St.  Maurice."  Includes  the  entire  valley  of  that  river  besides  that  of  the 
Du  Loup  to  the  west  and  the  Batiscan  to  the  east. 

“St.  Charles."  It  comprises  the  basins  of  the  rivers  St.  Anne,  Jacques- 
Cartier  and  Montmorency. 

“ Lake  St.  John  East,  West  and  Centre The  territory  watered  by  the 
Saguenay  and  all  its  tributaries,  including  those  of  Lake  St.  John. 

“Saguenay  Agency."  All  that  part  of  the  northern  basin  of  the  river  and 
Gulf  of  St.  Lawrence  from  the  Saguenay  to  Anse  au  Blanc  Sablon  at  the  eastern 
extremity  of  the  Province. 

“Gaspe  East,  West  and  Centre .”  Comprises  the  territory  watered  b}r 
rivers  Ste.  Anne  des  Monts,  Cap  de  la  Madeleine,  Dartmouth,  York,  St.  John, 
Malbay,  Grande  Kiviere,  Grand  and  Little  Pabos,  &c.,  flowing  through  the 
County  of  Gaspd. 

“ Bona  venture , East  and  West.”  Embracing  the  southern  slope  of  the 
Gaspd  Peninsula,  lying  between  the  easterly  and  westerly  limits  of  the  County 
of  Bonaventure,  is  drained  by  rivers  tributary  to  the  Baie  des  Chaleurs. 

“ Rimouski , East  and  West.’’  The  region  extending  on  the  right  bank  of 
the  St.  Lawrence  from  the  line  dividing  the  Counties  of  Matane  and  Gaspe  to 
the  east,  as  far  as  the  east  outline  of  Temiscouata  : partly  bounded  to  the 
north  by  the  St.  Lawrence  and  the  rear  line  of  the  Seignorial  Grants  fronting 
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thereon,  to  the  south  by  the  New  Brunswick  boundary  line  and  the  water-shed 
•of  the  Baie  des  Chaleurs. 

“ Grandville Is  composed  of  the  Public  Lands  situate  in  the  Counties  of 
Temiscouata  and  Ilamouraska. 

“ Montmagny Those  situated  in  Montmagny,  L’lslet  and  Bellechasse 
Counties. 

Fully  one  half  of  the  territory  included  in  the  three  last  named  divisions 
belong  to  the  basin  of  the  Biver  St.  John  which  traverses  the  State  of  Maine 
and  the  Province  of  New  Brunswick  ; the  timber  cut  thereon  is  floated  down 
to  and  manufactured  at  St.  John. 

“ The  Beauce  Agency Covers  the  Counties  of  Dorchester  and  Beauce,  a 
small  portion  of  which  is  also  tributary  to  the  River  St.  John,  the  remainder  is 
included  in  the  basin  of  the  Chaudiere  and  Etchemin,  and  part  of  the  St. 
Francis. 

‘‘Arthabaska.”  Formed  by  the  public  domain  within  the  valleys  of  the 
Nicolet,  Beeancour,  and  a limited  area  of  the  St.  Francis. 

The  Division  called  St.  Francis  comprises  the  Counties  of  Compton, 
Stanstead  and  Wolfe:  it  is  watered  by  the  Chaudiere,  St.  Francis,  and  a 
restricted  area  by  the  affluents  of  the  Connecticut. 

“7/i  the  Alagog  Agency."  Very  few  lots  remain  upon  which  the  right  to 
cut  timber  is  still  vested  in  the  Crown,  scattered  through  the  Counties  of 
Drummond.  Richmond,  Brome,  &c. 

The  statement  which  follows  enumerating  the  various  kinds  of  wood  goods 
cut  each  year  from  1867  to  1890-91  with  the  amount  collected  thereon  for  dues, 
together  -with  the  ground  rent  paid  on  the  area  under  license  and  bonuses  on 
new  sales  being  appendix  No.  17  of  the  Commissioner  of  Crown  Lands  Report 
for  1891-92,  is  adduced  as  the  best  index  of  the  extent  and  importance  of  the 
forest  products  derived  from  the  above  named  divisions. 
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A few  lines  will  now  explain  how  these  figures  are  obtained  and  from 
what  data  the  amounts  ^herein  inserted  are  collected.  As  soon  as  the  winter 
sets  in  and  when  the  lumbering  operations  are  fully  opened  the  various  forest 
rangers  appointed  for  each  section  of  territory  directed  by  the  agent  for  the 
division,  enter  upon  their  duties  which  is  to  follow  closely  the  cut  effected  in 
each  operators  shanty,  and  by  the  independent  jobbers  they  employ  as  well. 
They  keep  records  of  all  they  count  and  measure  themselves,  and  inspect  the 
entries  made  by  the  lumberers’  cullers.  Their  records  with  those  of  the  cullers 
are  all  sworn  to,  and  are  transmitted  to  and  examined  by  the  agents,  subject  to 
the  final  revision  of  the  Superintendent  of  Woods  and  Forests. 

The  accounts  compiled  from  these  different  returns  are  then  sent  by  the 
local  agent  to  the  producer  for  collection.  The  duty  on  square  timber  which 
is  generally  all  manufactured  for  the  English  market,  and  floated  to  Quebec  for 
shipment,  is  collected  there  by  a special  officer  on  the  specifications  as  to  con- 
tents furnished  by  the  Cullers’  Office  of  the  Dominion  Goverment. 

Cullers  cannot  exercise,  in  the  Province,  the  duties  of  lumber  mea- 
surers unless  they  hold  a certificate  establishing  that  they  have  passed  a satis- 
factory examination  before  the  Board  of  Examiners  appointed  for  that  object. 

The  magnitude  of  the  lumbering  operations  developed  by  the  figures  given 
on  the  proceeding  page  will  necessarily  incite  the  reflecting  mind  to  question 
as  to  the  resources  counted  upon  for  the  continued  maintenance  of  such  a 
production.  This  will  of  course  lead  to  the  offering  of  a few  lines  of  explana- 
tion on  the  extent  and  nature  of  the  wooded  territory  still  unlicensed,  which  is 
and  may  become  available  for  future  wants. 

The  total  area  of  Government  lands  still  vaeant  and  not  yet  under  license 
to  cut  timber,  as  well  as  can  he  ascertained  (our  northern  boundary  line  being 
assumed  to  be  for  the  present  at  the  height  of  land,  a line  which  is  extremely 
irregular  and  geodetically  determined  at  a few  points  only)  is  certainly  not  less 
than  75,000,000  acres  (or  11*7.187  squares  miles)  of  which  say  45,000,000  may 
ho  deducted  being  destitute  of  timber  leaving  30,000.000  acres,  still  untouched 
and  to  be  disposed  of  for  the  requirements  of  the  future. 

Of  the  above  superficies  3 to  4,000,000  acres  may  be  safely  computed  as 
pine  growing,  the  remainder  is  chiefly  covered  with  spruce,  cedar,  tamarac, 
white  birch,  cypress,  maple  and  birch.  The  above  named  species  in  the 
order  where  they  each  predominate  may  be  distributed  as  follows  . 

Pine  in  the  Lower  Ottawa  and  St.  Maurice  agencies,  but  principally  in  the 
Upper  Ottawa  Yalley.  In  respect  thereto,  to  indicate  the  rapid  increase  in 
price  which  this  valuable  wood  makes  yearly,  it  may  be  stated  that  at  the 
auction  sale  held  in  January,  1890,  limits  situate  in  the  most  remote  and  inac- 
cessible section  of  the  last  named  district  fetched  the  highest  bonus  ever  ob- 
tained at  any  such  public  sale  held  in  the  Province. 


Comparative  Statement  of  tho  quantity  of  Timber  manufactured  nnd  of  tho  collections  made  on  account  thorcof,  for  each  year  since  1807. 
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Excellent  spruce,  and  in  quantity,  is  to  be  found  in  the  St.  Maurice,  Sague- 
nay, Lake  St.  John,  Rimouski,  Bonaventure  and  Grandville  agencies,  as  well  as 
tamarae  and  cedar,  the  latter  being  notably  good  and  abundant  in  the  three 
last  named  localities. 

Tamarac  is  spread  evenly  all  through  the  divisions  just  mentione  1.  White 
birch  is  met  with  everywhere,  but  is  particularly  plentiful  in  the  St.  Maurice 
Valley,  and  the  Saguenay  and  Rimouski  districts.  Cypress,  scrub  pine  (Bank- 
sian  Pine)  in  the  Saguenay  region  : according  to  Surveyor’s  reports,  this  tim- 
ber (which  is  well  adopted  for  railway  ties)  covers  the  extensive  tracts  of  land 
watered  by  the  Peribonka,  Bersimis,  Aux  Outardes,  Manicouagan  Rivers  and 
tributaries. 

Moreover  all  through  the  immense  tracts  of  country  just  described,  an  un- 
limited supply  of  poplar,  spruce  and  other  soft  woods  can  be  found,  especially 
suited  for  the  manufacture  of  pulp.  In  fact  on  this  pulp-wood  trade,  which  is 
yearly  taking  greater  proportions,  most  probably  depends  the  best  future  pros- 
pects of  a great  portion  of  these  back  regions. 

Then  beyond  this  northern  height  of  land  expands  the  vast  territory  now 
claimed  by  this  Province,  and  which,  at  an  early  date,  will  certainly  fall  with- 
in its  frontiers.  Although  not  all  wooded,  it  contains  large  areas  of  timber 
growing  lands,  which  some  day  will  be  within  easy  reach  and  fully  worth 
seeking  after. 
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FISHERIES. 

Prior  to  the  year  1883,  the  Inland  Fisheries  of  the  Province  of  Quebec  were, 
together  with  the  sea  fisheries,  under  the  entire  management  and  control  of  the 
central  power,  the  Federal  Government. 

Since  that  date,  in  virtue  of  a judgment  of  the  Superior  Court,  Regina  vs. 
Robertson  (April  1882)  the  Provincial  Governments,  wherever  in  possession 
of  the  land  adjacent  to  inland  waters,  were  declared,  as  well  as  other  riparian 
•owners,  proprietors  of  the  fishing  privileges,  inherent  thereto  : the  right  to  de- 
fine the  manner  in  which  the  exercise  of  this  privilege  is,  to  he  regulated,  re- 
maining with  the  Federal  authorities. 

As  a consequence  of  that  ruling,  statutes  were  enacted  empowering  the 
Commissioner  of  Crown  Lands  to  dispose  of  at  rental,  for  a period  not  exceed- 
ing ten  years,  the  fishing  rights  pertaining  to  the  vacant  public  lands  border- 
ing all  streams,  lakes  and  rivers  within  the  boundaries  of  the  Province,  and  a 
reserve  of  three  chains  in  depth  was  constituted  on  all  the  aforesaid  inland 
waters  covering  for  that  object  the  perpetual  riparian  ownership. 

All  sales  of  land  from  that  date  being  made  subject  to  such  reservation. 

The  principal  conditions  embodied  in  the  lease  conveying  the  authority  to 
fish  with  rod  and  line  only  are : 

(1.)  The  regular  payment  of  the  annual  rent  determined  at  time  of  sale, 
public  or  private. 

(2  ) The  maintenance  on  the  grounds,  at  the  lessee’s  expense,  of  a guardian 
or  guardians,  in  sufficient  number  to  prevent  effectually  illegal  fishing. 

(3.)  The  proper  enjoyment  and  control  of  the  land  reserve  and  rights  thus 
leased  and  that  in  conformity  with  the  Federal  and  Provincial  laws.  The  non- 
conformance to  any  of  the  above  stipulations  entailing  the  forfeiture  of  the 
lease. 

In  the  year  1882  the  Department  of  Marine  and  Fisheries  at  Ottawa  had 
issued  twenty-nine  permits  (29)  to  fish  with  rod  and  line  on  as  many  streams, 
(all  salmon  rivers  properly  speaking)  and  the  revenue  derived  therefrom 
amounted  to  $5860.  The  official  returns  for  the  same  year  do  not  mention 
that  at  the  time,  any  lakes  were  specially  rented  for  angling  purposes. 

At  present,  seventy-one  rivers  and  eighty -five  lakes,  or  groups  of  lakes,  are 
under  lease  for  the  same  object  and  over  $17,000  were  paid  during  the  last 
fiscal  year  for  the  rental  of  same  ; many  of  these  leases  are  held  by  gentlemen 
associated  and  recognized  as  fish  and  game  clubs  per  Order  in  Council  as  pre- 
scribed by  law. 

Forty-five  clubs  of  this  nature  are  now  in  existence,  ten  of  which  are 
wholly  or  in  part  composed  of  residents  of  the  United  States,  hailing  from  New 
York,  Boston,  Philadelphia,  Springfield,  &c.  &c.

The  capital  already  invested  by  clubs  or  individual  lessees,  in  the  building 
■of  residences  and  dependencies,  boat  houses,  roads,  &c.,  represents  a very  con- 
siderable amount  and  the  sums  expended  yearly  in  the  enjoyment  of  this  sport 
■during  the  summer  months,  on  the  waters  enumerated  in  the  statement  here- 
with annexed,  is  so  large  as  to  be  of  great  moment  to  the  inhabitants  of  the 
localities  adjoining. 

All  the  waters  at  present  under  lease  do  not  represent  the  fifth  part  of 
those  which  within  a,  relatively  speaking,  limited  time  might  be  rented  for  the 
same  object,  and  this  question  of  opening  the  inland  waters  of  the  province  is 
becoming  of  such  importance  that  railway  companies  and  others  interested  in 
travel,  together  with  the  Government  are  adopting  all  necessary  measures  to 
insure  its  full  development.  It  is  therefore  manifest  that  with  the  facilities  of 
communication  that  are  constantly  being  created,  each  year  will  see  new 
l-egions  of  mountains,  forest  lakes  and  rivers  opened  to  the  tourists  and  sports- 
men of  all  countries. 

Suffice  it  to  say  that  nowhere,  perhaps,  in  the  world  can  there  be  found  a 
moi-e  beautiful  and  healthful  country  than  that  of  the  Laurentides  region,  ex- 
tending over  a thousand  miles  nearly,  from  Bradore  to  Temiscamingue,  by  an 
average  depth  of  two  hundred  miles,  and  that  nowhere  can  finer  or  more  ex- 
tensive waters  be  found,  and  well  stocked  at  that  with  the  finest  of  salmon, 
ouananiche,  sea,  lake  and  brook  trout. 

To  render  the  whole  of  the  above  more  evident,  is  herewith  appended  a state- 
ment of  rivers  and  lakes  under  lease,  of  clubs  formed  and  organized, a table  show- 
ing close  seasons  for  game  and  fish,  and  a list  of  a number  of  lakes  and  streams 
still  disposable.  The  rental  of  salmon  rivers  being  obtainable  at  auction  only, 
and  that  of  the  other  waters  at  private  sale  on  application  to  the  Commissioner 
•of  Crown  Lands.

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On  examination  it  will  be  found  that  in  the  past,  in  disposing  of  certain 
fishing  privileges  at  private  sale  some  of  the  lessees  have  been  treated  with 
extreme  liberality  ; in  one  case,  for  instance,  for  the  encouragement  of  a railway 
company,  which  it  is  true  it  fully  deserves,  and  for  the  promotion  of  enterprises 
relating  thereto,  fishing  grants  have  been  made  to  comprise  the  whole  basin  of 
two  immense  rivers  flowing  contiguously,  embracing  a territory  as  large  as  the 
whole  of  the  State  of  Yermont  and  half  that  of  New  Hampshire. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  with  the  daily  increasing  demand,  such  extensive 
permits  will  in  future  be  reduced,  as  they  are  uncontrollable  at  the 
hands  of  a single  club  or  company,  whilst  should  they  be  divided  into  five  or 
six  sections  they  could  afford  ample  sport  for  the  enjoyment  of  as  many 
associations.  All  present  leases  to  expire  31st  Dec.,  1898. 

The  list  which  follows  and  which  does  not  mention  any  of  the  rivers  or 
lakes  of  the  south  shore  of  the  St.  Lawrence,  that  are  still  vacant,  is  very  in- 
convplete,  as  it  comprises  with  few  exceptions,  only  the  names  of  the  waters 
that  are  now  surveyed  and  which  are  most  accessible,  and  is  here  inserted 
simply  to  enable  the  reader  to  form  an  idea  of  the  expansion  which  this  inland 
fishery  service  of  the  Province  of  Quebec  is  susceptible  of  attaining.

CLOSE  SEASONS 


Hunting , 


1.  Moose  and  caribou From  1st  February  to  1st  September. 

2.  Deer “ 1st  January  to  1st  October. 

N.  B.- — The  hunting  of  moose,  caribou,  or  deer  with  dogs,  or  by  means  of 
snares,  traps,  &c.,  is  prohibited. 

No  person  (whiteman  or  Indian)  has  a right,  during  one  season’s  hunting, 
to  kill  or  take  alive — unless  he  has  previously  obtained  a permit  from  the 
Commissioner  of  Crown  Lands  for  that  purpose,  more  than  2 moose.  2 caribou, 
and  3 deer. 

After  the  first  ten  days  of  the  close  season,  all  railways  and  steamboat  com- 
panies and  public  carriers  are  forbidden  to  carry  the  whole  or  any  part  (except 
the  skin)  of  any  moose,  caribou  or  deer,  without  being  authorized  thereto  by 
the  Commissioner  of  Crown  Lands.

N.  B. — Angling  is  the  only  mode  of  fishing,  permitted  in  the  lakes  and 
rivers  under  control  of  the  Government  of  the  Province  of  Quebec. 

No  person,  who  is  not  domiciled  in  the  Province  of  Quebec,  can,  at  any 
time,  fish  in  the  lakes  or  rivers  under  control  of  the  Government  of  this 
Province,  not  actually  under  lease,  without  having  previously  obtained  a per- 
mit to  that  effect  from  the  Commissioner  of  Crown  Lands.  Such  permit  is  only 
yalid  for  the  time,  place  and  persons  therein  indicated. 
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NOTES  ON  TIIE  MINES  OF  THE  PROVINCE  OF  QUEBEC. 

The  following  minerals,  ores,  &c.,  as  reported  as  existing  in  the  Province, 
viz.  : Iron,  copper,  lead,  antimony,  gold,  silver,  mica,  phosphate,  asbestos,  gra- 
phite, steatite,  peat,  ochre,  building  and  ornamental  stone,  clays,  petroieum, 
natural  gas  and  mineral  waters.  Notes  concerning  each  of  these  are  subjoined. 

Iron.  Magnetic  ore  of  excellent  quality  is  found  in  numerous  places  in  the 
Laurentian  range,  and  also  in  tho  Eastern  Townships  ; some  of  these  deposits 
are  important,  one  only  is  being  worked  at  the  present  time.  Magnetic 
(black)  sand  is  found  in  abundance  on  the  north  shore  of  the  Gulf  of  St.  Law- 
rence on  the  beaches  and  also  in  some  of  the  rivers  flowing  into  same. 

Hematite  ores  exist  in  the  Eastern  Townships  and  the  Laurentian  Range; 
some  deposits  were  formerly  worked  but  none  are  in  operation  at  present. 

Bog  ore  is  found  in  numerous  places  north  and  south  of  the  St.Lawrenee  and 
is  notably  abundant  in  the  Three  Rivers  and  Nicolet  districts.  Two  blast  fur- 
naces are  now  in  operation,  one  at  Radnor,  the  other  at  Urummondville,  they 
produce  charcoal  iron,  admirably  suited  for  car  wheels  and  car  castings.  Both 
are  important  enterprises. 

Chromic  ore  is  met  with  in  small  but  workable  deposits  in  the  Serpentine 
Belt  of  the  Eastern  Townships.  No  workings  exist  at  present. 

Titanic  ore  is  very  abundant  in  many  places  in  Laurentian  Range,  but  no 
work  is  being  carried  on  at  present. 

Copper. — Copper  pyrites  of  low  grade  (2  to  5 p.  c.)  is  found  at  many 
points  in  the  Eastern  Townships.  Three  companies  are  now  working ; the 
product  principally  being  sulphuric  acid,  and  manufactured  at  Capelton  and 
in  the  United  States.  This  ore  contains  also  a small  percentage  of  silver. 

Rich  copper  ore  somewhat  similar  to  bornite  and  chalcocite  is  found  in 
same  region,  notably  at  Harvey  Hill,  but  this  mine  the  last  few  years  has  not 
been  constantly  worked.  Native  copper  is  reported  to  exist  in  Gasp4  Peninsula. 

Lead. — Only  one  important  deposit  of  this  mineral  exists  and  is  situated  at 
Lake  Temiscamingue  ; at  present  the  work  is  suspended. 

Antimony. — This  ore  is  met  with  in  the  Eastern  Townships  ; one  mine  in 
South  Ham  was  formerly  worked,  but  at  present  is  inactive. 

Silver. — Sulphurets  containing  about  40  oz.  of  silver  per  ton  in  the  con- 
centrated state  exist  in  regular  veins  in  Beauce  County,  but  no  operations  are 
at  present  being  carried  on. 

Gold. — Alluvial  gold  in  paying  quantities  has  been  located  in  Beauce  and 
Compton  Counties.  Years  ago  these  deposits  were  extensively  worked;  at  the 
present  time  three  (3)  establishments  only  are  in  operation,  in  Beauce  County, 
and  in  township  of  Ditton.  Alluvial  mining  on  a small  scale  is  still  carried  on  in 
different  places  by  individuals.  A crushing  mill  has  just  been  erected  in 
Beauce  and  good  results  from  the  quartz  are  confidently  looked  for. 
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Phosphate. — Apatite  in  the  crystalline  form  is  very  abundant  in  the 
County  of  Ottawa  and  numerous  companies  have  been  organized  for  working. 
Owing  to  the  unsettled  state  of  the  market  at  present  only  four  of  these  estab 
lishments  are  in  operation.  The  mineral  is  of  the  finest  quality,  grading  up  to 
80  p.  c sometimes  even  more  in  the  first  class  ; inferior  grades  exist  owing- 
only  to  the  fact  of  the  difficulty  and  cost  of  separating  completely  the  accom- 
panying rockfrom  the  mineral  itself.  A speedy  revival  of  this  important  in- 
dustry is  looked  for  in  the  near  future. 

Asbestos. — This  mineral  is  found  in  the  Eastern  Townships  chiefly ; the 
most  important  workings  are  situated  at  Thetford,  Black  Lake,  Coleraine, 
Broughton  and  Danville.  At  the  present  time  no  less  than  fifteen  (15)  different 
concerns  are  in  operation  at  the  above  mentioned  points,  and  many  others  of 
less  note  exist.  The  variety  is  cbrysotile  and  only  found  in  Serpentine  forma- 
tion. This  industry  is  of  great  importance,  is  steadily  increasing,  and  the 
product  annually  is  now  a large  one.  Asbestos  is  also  met  with  in  theLauren- 
tian  range,  in  Ottawa  County,  chiefly;  in  this  locality  one  company  only  is  in 
operation.  Indications  of  asbestos  are  also  found  in  Gaspd  Peninsula  and  near 
Lake  Temiscamingue. 

Graphite. — This  mineral  is  found  in  abundance  in  the  Laurentian  Range 
in  the  form  of  veins  and  also  disseminated  through  the  rocks  of  this  formation. 
That  found  in  veins  is  very  pure,  but  the  quantity  is  comparatively  small, 
while  on  the  other  hand,  the  disseminated  variety  is  met  with  in  large  deposits. 
Two  concerns  are  at  present  operating,  or  rather  are  in  a position  to  commence 
operations  by  concentrating  the  disseminated  variety. 

Mica. — The  different  varieties  of  this  mineral,  white,  amber  and  black, 
are  found  in  numerous  places  in  the  Laurentian  range.  This  mineral  is  re- 
ceiving a marked  attention  at  the  present  time  owing  to  the  many  new  uses 
which  have  been  found  for  the  same,  and  numerous  mines  are  being  opened 
and  worked,  notably  in  Ottawa  County.  The  output  has,  of  course,  largely  in- 
creased of  late.  No  important  deposits  have  been  located  on  the  south  side  of 
the  St.  Lawrence,  but  white  mica  is  now  being  worked  in  several  places  a short 
distance  below  the  Saguenay  River,  and  the  shows  there  are  very  promising. 

Ochre.- — Important  deposits  of  this  variety  of  pigment  exist  in  various 
places,  notably  at  Manicouagan,  Lake  St.  John  and  Three  Rivers  Districts.  At 
the  latter  place  two  companies  are  now  operating  on  a large  scale.  The  qua- 
lity of  paint  produced  is  excellent. 

Sundries. — Besides  the  foregoing  minerals,  &c.,  there  exists  in  various 
parts  of  the  Province,  deposits  of  soapstone,  feldspar,  sulphate  of  baryte,  (in 
small  quantity)  peat  in  abundance,  and  indications  of  other  minerals.  Valuable 
mineral  springs  exist  in  the  Laurentian  Range,  some  of  significant  importance, 
and  are  largely  used.  Petroleum  has  been  located  in  the  Gasp6  Peninsula  and 
parties  are  at  present  making  a careful  prospect  in  that  locality.  Indications 
also  occur  in  the  central  portion  of  the  Province.  Here  is  found  natural  gas, 
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and  no  doubt  later  on  it  will  be  worked,  but  at  present  not  much  notice  is  taken 
of  it.  Building  and  ornamental  stone  is  plentiful  in  almost  every  district:  red 
and  grey  granite,  white  and  grey  limestone,  and  sandstone  are  extensively  used. 
Serpentine  exists  in  large  quantities.  Lithographic  stone  is  met  with  in  one  or 
two  places.  Deposits  of  silicious  sandstone  exist  north  east  of  Quebec  on  the 
south  shore  of  the  St.  Lawrence,  and  which  could  be  utilized  for  the  manufacture 
of  glass.  Slate  is  abundant  in  the  Eastern  Townships,  of  excellent  quality, 
and  is  largely  worked,  notably  at  New  Rockland  Quarry.  Precious  stones  and 
gems  are  found  in  Laurentian  Range.  Clays  suitable  for  making  brick  abound 
on  both  sides  of  the  St.  Lawrence,  and  are  largely  employed  for  above  purpose. 
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Synopsis  of  Mining  Law , Province  of  Quebec. 

Mines  and  mining  in  this  Province  are  regulated  by  the  provis- 
ions of  the  Quebec  Mining  Law  Act  of  1892,  55,  56  Viet.,  Cap.  20. 

According  to  this  act  the  mining  rights  belong  to  the  Crown. 

(1.)  In  the  case  of  Gold  and  Silver  : throughout  the  province  ex- 
cept on  lands  where  such  rights  have  already  been  regularly  con- 
ceded. 

(2.)  In  the  case  of  Phosphate : on  all  lands  not  patented  for  agri- 
cultural purposes  before  9th  March,  1878. 

(3.)  In  the  case  of  other  minerals:  on  all  lands  sold  for  agricul- 
tural purposes  and  not  patented  before  the  24th  July,  1880. 

(4.)  On  all  lands  actually  belonging  to  the  Crown. 

(5.)  On  all  other  lands  whatever  may  be  the  date  of  their  letters 
patent  when  such  letters  patent  contain  a clause  specially  reserving 
the  minerals. 

Any  person  Canadian  or  Foreigner  may  enjoy  the  benefit  of  the 
Quebec  Mining  Law  by  complying  with  the  regulations  thereof. 

Mines  may  be  obtained  from  the  Crown  by  means  of  Purchase 
and  Lease  (Mining  License).  The  maximum  area  which  can  be 
conceded  to  one  person  is  four  hundred  acres,  but  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor-in-Council  has  the  power  to  increase  this  to  one  thousand 
acres  under  certain  circumstances. 

The  superior  metals  under  this  Act  comprise,  gold,  silver,  lead , 
copper,  nickel,  graphite , asbestos,  mica  and  phosphate  ; the  inferior 
metals,  other  than  the  above  mentioned  and  of  economic  value. 

The  prices  put  upon  the  mineral  lands  by  the  Government  are  as 
follows  $5  per  acre  for  lands  of  superior  metals,  $2  per  acre  for  nu  lands.™1"6 
lands  of  inferior  metals.  These  prices  are  increased  to  $10  and  $4 
respectively  when  the  lands  are  situated  within  12  miles  of  a rail- 
way in  operation.  The  above  prices  include  the  surface,  but  in  the 
case  of  lands  previously  sold  for  agricultural  purposes  the  amount 
so  paid  is  deducted  from  the  price  of  the  land  as  a mining  location; 
the  owner  of  the  surface  always  having  the  right  to  purchase  the 
mining  rights  in  advance  of  any  other  person. 

Leases  or  Mining  Licenses  are  granted  for  one  year  and  are  re- 
newable on  following  conditions,  viz. : $5  for  license  and  $1  per  acre  ieasesS.eS  and 
annual  rental.  Prospecting  licenses  good  for  three  (3)  months  on 
Crown  Lands  are  also  granted  at  the  rate  of  $5  per  100  acres  on 
surveyed  territory  and  one  square  mile  on  un-surveyed  territory. 

Upon  private  property  the  fee  per  100  acres  is  only  $2.  The  last 
mentioned  license  for  prospecting  confers  upon  the  licensee  the

privilege  of  being  the  first  purchaser  of  the  mine.  Mining  licenses 
are  transferable  with  the  consent  of  the  Commissioner  of  Crown 
Lands  only. 

Letters  patent  will  issue  only  after  operations  have  been  com- 
menced within  2 years  from  date  of  purchase  and  a sum  of  $200  or 
$500  for  inferior  and  superior  metals  respectively  has  been  expended 
in  working  same  ; failing  this  the  Commissioner  may  cancel  and 
annul  the  sale. 

Owners  or  operators  of  mines  are  bound  to  comply  with  the  re- 
gulations of  the  mining  law,  and  particularly  in  furnishing  annual 
reports  of  their  operations  and  in  giving  notice  of  any  change  of 
ownership. 

Any  person  discovering  a mine  has  the  right  of  staking  out  same, 
but  it  is  obligatory  that  immediate  notice  he  given  to  the  Crown 
and  a license  taken  out.  No  person  is  permitted  to  mine  on  public 
or  private  lands  where  the  mining  rights  belong  to  the  Crown  under 
penalty  of  fine  or  imprisonment  unless  the  mining  rights  have  been 
acquired  by  purchase  or  mining  license.  A free  mining  license 
under  certain  circumstances  can  be  granted. 

The  law  provides  for  cases  of  expropriation  and  arbitrations  when 
disputes  arise,  and  is  as  comprehensive  on  these  points  as  is  pos- 
sible. , 

Mining  inspectors  are  appointed  by  the  Crown  and  are  vested  with 
full  power  to  settle  any  cases  coming  under  their  notice,  and  to  ap- 
point constables  to  keep  the  peace  in  case  of  riots,  but  their  powers 
do  not  extend  to  the  adjustment  of  disputes  as  to  the  validity  of 
title. 

Females  are  not  permitted  to  work  in  mines. 

Males  under  15  are  not  permitted  to  work  in  mines. 

The  sale  of  liquor  within  a radius  of  seven  miles  of  any  mine  in 
operation  is  strictly  prohibited  without  a special  authorization. 

The  Lieutenant-Governor-in-Council  may,  should  circumstances 
warrant  same,  change  the  terms  and  conditions  of  purchase  and 
lease,  alter  the  extent  of  mining  concession  s or  licenses,  reserve  cer 
tain  territory,  order  the  construction  of  roads,  wor  ks,  &c.,  for  the 
benefit  of  the  miners,  erect  districts,  nominate  officials.  &c. 

The  mode  of  procedure  for  infractions  of  the  Mining  Law  by  any 
person  or  persons,  is  fully  set  forth  in  the  Provisions  of  the  Act. 
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
